to give a fuller account, than the communicated report that appeirs 
in our columns this week, after the (Committee has ended its 
deliberations, will possibly reveal the amount of ‘progress that has 
been made in enlisting the active sympathy. or sympathetic action. 
by participation in the Jewish Agency, of thuse who have hitherto 
held aloof from the Movement, or have opposed it. Ourreaders are 
aware that, when at the last Congress. this course was decided upon, 
we expressed our doubts as to ite feasibility consistently witb 
/ionist interests, and as to its likelilond of-auccess. We 
hope that, in the event, we may bé proved to have been wrong. A 
conference for promoting this object. called by that splendid Jew, Mr. 
LOvLis Marsuane, has been held iu New York and addressed by Dr. 
WrizM ane. The Zionist leader appears to have encountered no 
ttle opposition aud to have lost none of bis debating skill 
in dealing faithfully with his opponents. When a man like Dr. 
Aver, @ life-long and pronounced anti Zionist, expresses 
himself in favour of the establishment of a Jewish Common 
Wealth in Palestine, we may be eure that the conference was 
not altogether unfertile from the Zionist point of view. Hut 
it is disappointing to learn that those taking part in the Conference 
were neither anti-Zionistse nor not—yet Zionists, but that most of 
those present had already identified themselves in one way or anotuer 
with Palestine work. Because Dr. WeIzMANN'S object is to rope 
in the element which has hitherto atood aloof from or has opposed 
/ionismand, not altogether incidentally, to obtain from them the 
\naucial support they are in duty bound to give to the accomplish. 
ment of the great Jewish task of the Jewish upbuilding of Palestine. 
\et,although the conference appointed two committees, one foradding 
vet further to Zionist institutions and the other apparently for further 
e.amination of the whole question, there was no indication on the 
part of any person present of a moving of spirit sufficient to prodace 
a donation of dollars. Mr. Lovis Lipsky, a foremost American 
Jioulst. who is now resident temporarily in England and is, as a 
member of the Executive, largely taking charge of the Zionist 
\vorld Organisation, tells us that the only test of devotion to Zionist 
leals now worth considering is to be found in the materia! sacritice 
wich those who profess them are ready to make. There is a good 
deal to be said for Mr. Lrpsxy’s plea and, indeed, he says most of 
it very admirably himself. But when he goes on to insist not 
only that everyone exprossing adhesion to Zionism should pay for 
his faith in the hard cash that is so sorely needed for the economic 
requirements of Palestine, but should ignore as superfluous, aod 
indeed irrelevant, any other qriestion connected with the Movement, 
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he carries a ueeful doctrine much too far. To be sure. money is

| The Communal Centre. 


: Ir is satisfactory to observe that the idea of a Communal Centre 
is not readily to be dropped by those who are promoting it, although 
the support to it has been till now somewhat meagre. The meeting 
| that was held a few days ago, and reported in our columns last week, 
received the recommendations of a sub-committee that bad been 
| appointed to explore the proposal. In the view of the sub 
: committee, nothing should be done towards putting the scheme 
® into practical effect, uniess there be some guarantes of a 
» return onthe large capital that would be involved. There is no 
: gainsaying that this expresses a souad business view. But, on tho 
| “other hand, the communal centre is a communal need, and ought 
not to be launched aa if it were only a business undertaking. It is 
| disconcerting to learn from 60 experienced s man as Major 
SauMon that at present there does not seem any prospect of 
: securing a return sufficient to justify the oxpenditure of the 
S money that wil! have to be invested in creating the centre. It is to 
be hoped that some real effort will bo made to bring home to the 
community the value which such a centre as is contemplated 
would be to it in almost every phase of communal activity. The 
suggestion was made at the meeting that someone might give a 
building for the purpose. Hitherto no wealthy porsons in Anglo. 
Jewry have exhibited such a sense of public imagination as would 
justily the hope that euch a building wiil be forthcoming. We 
think that a far more practical avenue lies in the direction of 
) the Jewish War Memorial. We can imagine no better means 
\ for keeping alive the memories of the war—if, for the sake of pre. 
serving what is noble and glorious in those momories, we caro 
coustantly to call to mind (as we necessarily must) infinitely more 
far otherwise—thau a communal centre for Metropolitan Jewry. 
We hope that the conference on the subject will at an early date 
resume iis deliberations, and will find the prospect of establishing 
the centre far more encouraging than on the last occasion. or

More than often these Rabbis are 
not alone centres of disaffection, but the cause of deplorable 
antugonism in various communities. Sometimes they have no 
real title to the dignity which they have assumed upon mere pretence 
and on the strength of documents that would not bear five minutes’ 
examination. Sometimes they derive their right to act as and be 
called Rabbis from genuine Rabbis, who have degraded the position to 
@ mere trade and are content to bargain off their authority for the 
payment of a fee. The reason that certain of these gentlemen are up

Some Current Topics.

HERE is always satisfaction—at least so it appears to me— 
to find great minds thinking alike, with one of those minds 
my own humble one. Mr. H. A. Goodman, who wrote a 
letter which appeared in last week's Jewish Chronicle, 
save that my suggestion for a Commission to consider the Rabbi 
and Chief Rabbi question seems to be an excellent one, and he ven- 
tures to think that it would meet with general approval. So far the 
Court is with you, Mr, Goodman! But then he goes on to raise 
what he thinks is a vital difficulty about my proposal, and ho sume 
‘+ up succinctly enough in the question: “Who are to be the 
‘udges and who the judge?” He then goes on to include 
virtually the whole community in a sort of index expurgatorius. 
For one reason or another, all appear to him impossible as members 
of the Commission adumbrated. But really, Mr. Goodman's objec- 
tion | had, at least in my thoughts, fore-guarded against. “ The 
judged,’ there cam be no question about, They are the various 
persons about the country who are, or claim to be, Rabbis and 
exercise Rabbinical functions, The " judges,’ of course, would be 
the Commission I ventured to advocate, 


But Mr. Goodman really has no need for anxiety when he 
scans the whole communal field and see# no one worthy. For I 
thought when I wrote that the best, indeed the only really 
practicable, Commission in such a case would be a Commission 
ef one. And I know Mr. Goodman will agree with me about this 
when, having discounted the qualities of any other possible person, 
he finds himself as the one and only. So that I have no doubt, 
even upon this ‘point of the controversy, Mr. Goodman agrees with 
the conclusion to which that part of his letter must drive anyone 
who deems his pessimistic estimate of everyone save bimeelf as 
just measure. His broadness of outlook, his tolerance to other 
people's opinion, the spiritual envisagement in which he places 
ludaism—all so evident in the letter to which I refer—leave no 
question as to his fitness for the delicate and difficult task of jadge— 
and sole judge at that—for which I am sure Mr, Goodman deems 
himself fully and amply equipped. 


False Hair and False Orthodoxy. 


If we need any particular evidence of Mr. Goodmans capacity 
in the direction I have indicated, we have it in his confession that

What are we going to do about it? 1 ask this question 
again in reference to a topic to which I have more than once 
recently called attention, I mean the conversionist activity that 
is rife among our people.

In any case, they form an onslaught wpon the moral of 
Judaism and from them Jewry should protect itself.

LADY MAGNUS. 


The death occurred on Sunday last, in her eighticth year, of Katie. 
rady Magnus, wife of Sir Philip Magnus, Bart. 

The deceased, who was a daughter of the late Alderman Emanuel 
Emanuel, J.P., sometime Mayor of Portsmouth, came of a family that 
bas givem many leaders to the community. She began her career 
as a public worker at the early age of seventeen years. when 
she became a teacher at the Sabbath Schoo! and Synagogue Class 
in connection with the synagogue at Portsmouth. The lessons 
she taught at these classes formed the basis of her first books, “ Little 
Miriam's Bible Stories,” “ Holiday Tales,” and “Maurice's Harmitevah 
story.” These she published between 1565 and under the nom ds 
viume of “ H. N.,” and the secret of their authorship was kept even from 
she members of her own family. 

in 1870 she married the then Rev.—now Sir—Philip Magnus, who 
was atthe time one of the ministers of the West London Synagogne of 
Pritish Jews, and her activities were then transferred to the metropolis, 
She taught at the Sabbath School in connection with the West London 
Synagogue, then in Margaret Street, which Countess D Avigdor had 
helped to form in 1865, and which met on Saturday afternoons in 
Great Titchfield Street. She also taught at the Bayswater Jewish 
Schools. Another institation in which Lady Magnus took an early and 
abiding interest was the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, of which her 
hosband was fOr many years President. She was long Hon. Secretary of 
thi idies’ Committee of the Home. She was also a member of the 
Committee of the Jews’ Infant School. 

fhe institution with which she was, however, most closely identified, 
was tbe Jewish Girls’ Clubin Leman Street, which. founded in 1586. wasthe 
pioneer ofits kind, As Presidentand. previously. the holder of otherexecutive 
Lady Magous took great ipterest. pot only in the Club, but alsointhe 
personal welfare of allits members. Otber activities with which she was 
prominently identified were the Gravel Lane (L.C.C.) School, of which she 
was a manager, the Berkeley Street Religion Classes, the Home for 
incurables, the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, 
and the West Central Girls’ Club, 

Lady Magous’s chief claim to distinction, however, layin her work 
as an authoress. When some years ago the icademy published a 
list of women writers sufficiently eminent to form an English Women's 
Academy on the lines of the Academie Francais’, her name was on 
the list. Apart from her early works. of which mention has boen made 
above, ber first book (published in the seventies), was “ About the Jews 
in bible Times.” This was followed, in 1#85, by “Outlines of Jewish 
History,” written for the Jacob Franklin Trustees and dedicated to 
Faward Janverin Emanuel, a beloved brother who-died young. I6 
at once became a recognised elementary text-book on Jewish 
history, and was adopted by the Jewish Pubiication Soeiety of 
America. It has recently been acquired by the Jewish War Memorial 
Education Committee, and will be shortly re-issued. The famous 
historian Graetz thought very highly of the work, and described i0 
as ‘a Cariyle-like idyll.” A book designed for older readers was “ Jewish 
Portraits,” a collection of articles that bad appeared in various magazines, 
chiefly Maemillan’s and Good \Vords. These were sketches dealing with 
the lives of notabilities such as Mevasseh ben Israe!, Moses Mendelssohn, 
and Heine. The book aiso contained an articic on “Charity in Talmudic 
limes,’ which had previously been published in the Nufional heview. 
Another work, @ volume of essays of genera! interest, was “Salvage,” 
really a reprint of a little book called “ Remnants,” which had been 
privately printed some years before. Many of the sketches in this book

She wasa contributor, 
both in prose and poetry, to various magazines apd newspapers, among 
others the Westmixster Gazette when an evening paper. Io addition 
to her prose works, the deceased was also a poetess of no mean powers. 
Her signature, “K. M.,” bas long been familiar to readers of the Jewish 
Chronicle, to which for many years she from time to time sent her grace- 
fal contributions, and not seldom contributions from her pen appeared 
altogether anonymously. 

The deceased was deeply religious, though of course not orthodox 
in observance. She was also ap ardent and enthusiastic student of 
Hebrew, in which, by the way, she was practically self-taught. Lady 
diagnus is survived by her husband, Sir Philip Maguus, Bart., and leaves 
two soms (one of whom is Mr. Laurie Maguus, M.4.), and a daughter, 
Mrs. Frederic Franklin.

He must fulf! bis 
mission, and through good report and through evil report, and though it 
be only writ in water, he must add his item of evidence to the record 
that all who run may read.” 


SOME TRIBUTES 

These few words are written by way of tribute about my dear friend 
Lady Magnus, who has been taken from her affectionate family and her 
friends. I must have known her brothers, Barrow (an eminent architect) 
and Edward Emanuel (a young solicitor), both able men and delightful 
companions, before Sir Philip asked me to assist him tn “coaching “ for 
London ‘University, and invited me to his honse where 1 met the happy 
young mother of his children. There I saw also her good old father, 
Alderman Emanuel, of Porteamouth, whom she called by the pet name of 
“ Birdie,” and her great friend and support among women at this date, 
the beautiful Countess d’Avigdor, born Rachel Goldsmid, with whom 
she co-operated in good works. Long afterwards, | married a pupil 
of her. distinguished husband, and thus another link was forged with 
one of the ablest women of her time; for Lady Magnus, though charm 
ingly and piquantiy feminine, wrote valuable works full cf knowledge of 
and enthusiasm for the old Jewish history , and published pretty poems 
and articles. inciading a wonderfully fervid and eympathetic appre 
ciation of Moses Mendelssohn. Some of her work appeared in the 
columns of the Jewish Chronicle, and other parts in the general press. This 
authurship business did not at any time prevent her from enjoying 
delightful bome life. “We are going,” she wrote to me in 1915,

At a reception she 
observed a dark young man sitting elone and not talking to anyone. 
Lady Magnus, with her instinctive kindness, crossed the room and spoke 
to the solitary guest. He turned outto be a Maharajah, and regularly 
afterwards sent to Lady Magnos a present once a yoar his was before 
she had formed that intimate family connection with the great Indian bouse 
of Sassoon which was so interesting a feature of her later family life.

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Obituary. 


Cnigr Rabbi De. ELIAS ADLER (Badipe.,). 

Dr. Elias Adler, the Chief Rabbi of Budapest, whose death has 
-courred at the comparatively early age of fifty-three years, was widely 
known and highly esteemed both as a preacher and as a «cholar. 
Daring the war he rendered notable services as a Chaplain at the front. 
be. Adler journeyed to the United States some two years ago asa member 
fa special Jewish mission. The respect and reverence in which he was 
held on all sides was witnessed by the large concourse at the funeral. 


LADY MAGNUS. 


The death occurred on Sunday last, in her eighticth year, of Katie, 
Lady Magnus, wife of Sir Philip Magnus, Bart. 

The deceased, who was a daughter of the late Alderman iiman el 
Emanuel, J.P., sometime Mayor of Portsmouth, came of a family that 
bas given many leaders to the community. She began her career 
as. a public worker at the early age of seventeen years. when 
she became a teacher at the Sabbath School and Synageouue Class 
in connection with the synagogue at Portsmouth. The lessons 
ehe taught at these classes formed the basis of her first books. “ Little 
Miriam’s Bible Stories,” “ Holiday Tales,” and “Maurice's Marmitevah 
story.” These she published between 1565 and 1869 under the nom ds 
piume of “ H. N.,” and the secret of their authorship was kept even from 
tbe members of her own family. 

In 1870 she married the then Rev.—now Sir—Philip Magnus, who 
was atthe time one of the ministers of the West London Synagogue of 
Hritish Jews, and her activities were then transferred to the metropolis, 
“he taught at the Sabbath School in connection with the West London 
Synagogue, then in Margaret Street, which Countess D’Avigdor had 
helped to form in 1865, and which met on baturday afternoons in 
Great Titchfield Street. She also tanght at the Bayswater Jewish 
Schools. Another institution in which Lady Magnus took an early and 
abiding interest was the Jews’ Deaf and Demb Home, of which her 
husband was for many years President. She was long Hop. Secretary of 
the ladies’ Committee of the Home. She was also a member of the 
Committee of the Jews’ Infant School. 

rhe institution with which she was, however, mostclosely identified, 
wasthe Jewish Girls’ Clubin Leman Street, which. founded in 1585, wasthe 


pioneerofite kind. As Presidentand. previously. the holder of otherexecutive 
cfMficce, Lady Magnus took great interest. not only in the Club, but alsointhe 
personal Welfare of allita members, Othber activities with which she was 


prominently identified were the Gravel Lane (L.C.C.) Schoo), of which she 
was a manager, the Berkeley Street Religion Classes, the Home for 
incurables, the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, 
and the West Central Girls’ Clab., 

Lady Magnus’s chief claim to distinction, however, layin her work 
as an authoress. When some years ago the icademy published a 
list of women writers sufficiently eminent to form an English Women’s 
Academy on the lines of the Académie Francais’, her name was on 
the list. Apart from her early works. of which mention has been made 
above, ber first book (published in the seventies), was “ About the Jews 
in Bible Times.” This was followed, in 1*85, by “Outlines of Jewish 
History,” written for the Jacob Franklin Trastees and dedicated to 
Raward Janverin Emanuel, a belovid brother who-died young. It 
at once became a recognised elementary text-book on Jewish 
history, and was adopted by the Jewish Pubiication Society of 
America. It has recently been acquired by the Jewish War Memorial 
Education Committee, and will be shortly re-issued. The famous 
historian Graetz thought very highly of the work, and described id 
as ‘a Carlyle-like idyll.” A book designed for older readers was “ Jewish 
Portraits,” a collection of articles that bad appeared in various magazines, 
chiefly Mademillan’s and Good \vords. These were sketches dealing with 
the lives of notabilities such as Menasseh ben Israe!, Moses Mendelssonn, 
and Heine. The book aiso contained an article on “Charity in Talmudic 
limes,’ which had previously been published in the Nafionail lhevicw. 
Another work, a volume of essays of general interest, was “Saivage,” 
really a reprint of a little book called “ Rempants,” which had been 
privately printed some years before. Many of the sketches in this book 
are in a more intimate and personal vein than the majority of the 
deceased's published writings, and have now acquired an added, thongh 
melancholy, interest for her friends. “Salvage” is an eminently 
‘quotable” book, It is remarkable no less for its wit than its wisdom, 
aud the passage of time has rendered many of its dicte none the less 
applicable, whatever may be said of a certain lack of spontaneity that 
characterises them. The following are one or two typical selections 
from the volume.

Lady Magnas was also authoress of “Virst Makers of Kogland,” in 
Murray’s Home and Schoo! Library, and an anonymous booklet of 
devotion entitied “Tight on the Way,” which was ordered by the then 
Home Secretary to be supplied to Jewish prisoners. She wasa contributor, 
both in prose and poetry, to various magazines and newspapers, among 
Others the Westmi«ster Gazette when an evening paper. In addition 
to her prose works, the deceased was also a poetess of no mean powers. 
Her signature, “K. M.,” has long been familiar to readers of the Jewish 
Chronicle, to which for many years she from time to time sent her grace- 
fol contributions, and not seldom contributions from her pen appeared 
altogether aponymoasly. 

_ The deceased was deeply religious, though of course not orthodox 

in observance. She was also an ardent and enthusiastic student of 

Hebrew, in which, by the way, she was practically self-taught. Lady 

4lagnus is survived by ber husband, Sir Philip Maguaus, Bart., and leaves 

(one of whom is Mr. Laurie Magous, M.A.), and a daughter, 
rs. Frederic Franklin. 

The funeral was at Golders Green Cemetery on Taesday. A portrait

A special service in memory of Lady Magnus was held at she jy 
London Tuesday. ‘Speaking to the text, “Give 


her of the fruit of her hands, and let ber own works praise ho 
iu the gates” (Proverbs, xxxi. 31), the Rev. Isiporm HARRI sald that 
it would be difficult to imagine any great and good woman to whom these 
words, and the 4lst Chapter of Proverbs generally, made a more Sitting 
application. Hers was a life so full of bemeficent activities, so ccmpicte 
from beginning to end in service to ber religion and her community, thas 
it could hardly be envisaged in a few observations. Ia any review of ber 
career two featuresin particular challenged their admiration — her intense 
religious convictions and her exceptional literary powers. These gifts of 
soul and mind, sedulously cultivated, combined to form a perfect whole 
which she devoted to the good of others with onetinted generosity. 
It was, indeed, a uni jue infloence that she exercised on those with 
whom she came in contact—girls and boys, wemen, and others. She was 
interested in all sorts of people, which was the sore mark of an 
natore. She had a rare personality. She cultivated many 
tides of life, aod her social duties, which she rightly regarded 
as among the most important of life. she discharged with character 
istic consctentiousness. How many men and women there were 
who could testify to the kindly acts of thoughtfulnexs which made up so 
inuch of her busy life! And when one reflected upon all this. one was 
brought to consider what a wonderful power of good might reside im a 
singie soul to touch other set's to five issues. In her case it was the more 
wonderf), as she had to labour with physica! infirmities which would bave 
daunted a less heroic «ptrit than hers. Jewish History presented itself tober 
4% the foundation of Jewish knowledge, and the perennial source of Jewish 
enthusiasm. There was nothing dry in ber treatment of the subject. She 
nade the past tolive again; she made it almost impossible for any Jew or 
Jewess to rise from the perusal of ber works without feeling a stronge: 
attachment to their pastand a keener sense of the part which Jews had 
played, under Divine Providence, in the drama of the world's activities. 
Her “Outlines ot Jewish History " was a work which bore upon ita every 
page the beautiful impress of her poetic mind. It had been decided to 
reissue this volume, and it had been his privilege to pass it through the 
press for that purpose. It would be in the hands of the public in the 
course of a few weeks. Inthe last letter hoe received from Lady Magnus. 
she had written: “I hope I shall live to witness the publication of my 
book.” Alas! this hope had not been realised. But she would live ta 
her book, which would find its way into many Jewish homes, and spread 
abroad ber fine teachings and her powerful appeal to the Jewish con 
sciousness Which she bad expressed in these words. “ Each Jew and each 
Jewess is making his or her mark, or bis or her stain, upon the wonderfn! 
unfinished bistory of the Jews, the history which Herder called the 
greatest poem of all time. ‘For yeare my witnesses, saith the Lord.’ 
Loyal and steadfast witnesses, is it, or self seeking aod «uborned ones’ 
A witness of some sort every Jew born is bound to be. He must fault! bix 
inission, and through good report and through evil report, and thonogh it 
be only writ ip water, he must add his item of evidence to the record 
that all who run may read.” 


SOME TRIBUTES 

These fow words are written by way of tribute about my dear friend 
Lady Magnus, who has been taken from her affectionate family and her 
friends. I musthave known her brothers, Barrow (an eminent architect) 
and Edward Emanuel (a young solicitor), both able men and delightful 
companions, before Sir Philip asked me to assist him in “coaching “ for 
London "University, and invited me to his house where 1 met the happy 
young mother of his children. There I saw also her good old father, 
Alderman Emanuel, of Portsmouth, whom she called by the pet pame of 
“ Birdie,” and her great friend and support among women at this date, 
the beautiful Countess d’Avigdor, born Rachel Goldsmid, with whom 
she co-operated in good works. Long afterwards, | married a pupil 
of her. distinguished husband, and thus another link was forged with 
one of the ablest women of her time: for Lady Magnus, though charm 
ingly and piqauantiy feminine, wrote valuable works full of knowledge of 
and enthusiasm for the old Jewish history, and published pretty poems 
and articles, including a wonderfully fervid and sympathetic appre 
clation of Moses Mendelssohn, Some of her work appeared in the 
colamas of the Jewish Chronicle, ana other parts in the general press. This 
authburship business did pot at any time prevent her from enjoying 
delightful home life. “We are going,” she wrote to mo in 1915, 
“to bave a debauch of grandchildren this month, going on the 2th to 
Bournemouth io apartments, with ope of them all to course!) ves and the rest 
quite close. Let us try to meet oftener and renew our days as of old. 
Our leases in these things are getting short.” 

So now the lease bas lapsed beyond assignment or renews), and that 
bright and good woman, with her bine eyes and eager face, will no lopger 
be seen. But ber works will live for ever; for she had true cloquence. 
belief, love for her people and for all persons of good-will, and 
so much interest in her friends that she did them the greatest and 
rarest service of al), to scold them when they deserved it-sometimes 
when they themselves thought they did not deserve it. Her charm for 

lety survived, and that in spite of growing deafness, long after the 
early days when she used to invite her friends to “Tea and Talk” At 
the age of sixty-eight, Lady Magnus made a new conquest. This time it 


was an Indian prince who feli captive to her bow. At a reception she. 


observed a dark young man sitting alone and pot talking to anyone. 
Lady Magnus, with her instinctive kindness, crossed the room and spoke 
to the solitary quest. He turned outto be a Maharajah, and regularly 
afterwards sent to Lady Magnus a present once a yosar his was before 
she had formed that intimate family connection with the great Indian bouse 
of Sassoon which was so interesting a feature of her later family life. 
Perhaps the obituary in the /ewi.h Chronicle bas already quoted from 
her poems, bat, if not, the following verses by her are only too appropriate

Those the gods love die young, "tis said; 
And we, who tove them too, 
Bewail such honour dove our dead, 
And gradge the gods their due.

Mr. Samuel Gavurin, whose ceath occurred last week, was an 
of the famous Yeshibah of Volozia, and a fellow-staudent of the 
late Rabbi Chaim Soloveitachik, the celebrated Jia» of Birsk, of whom 
he was a life-long and totimate acquaintance. Although his Talmudic 
learning was greater than that of many Rabbis, he never aspired to 
Rabbinic office, but frequently acted in an honorary capacity as Darshan 
and Ha'al Teo lah in Many synagogues, particularly, in later years, in the 
Bt Thomas Koad Synagog'i«¢, Hackney. Mr. Gavurin was one of the pioneers 
of the movement for establishing Talmu i Torahs in London, and was the 
prime mover in founding the Brick Lave Talmud Torah, as well as other 
similar inatitutions. He acted, up to the time of his death, as organising 
hon. secretary of the Palestinian charity 292 O°7 in collaboration 
with Dayanim Chaikin and Feldman.

The Proposed New Building. 


Mr. 6. A. Lazarus, of 167, West Kad Lane, a member of the Libera) 
Jewish Synagogue, has forwarded to us copies of correspondence bet weg 
Mr. J. M. Duparc, Secretary of the Synegogue, and himeelf, regarding 
a number of resolutions which Mr. Lazarus desired to be included on the 
agenda for the annual meeting of the Synagogue, which is to be held on 
the l6thinst. The firstof the four resolutions read as follows 


That this meeting recommends the abanconment of the scheme for : 
erection of a new building. ‘That the subecribers thereto be asked to sanc' 
that the amounts they have subscribed for this purpose be allocated, instea 
an endowmevt fund for the assured permanent upkeep of a Libera! Je« 
Synagogue. That the Conocil be, and are, hereby empowered, in such ev-: 
to reseil the site‘acquired forthe propoeed new building, to the best pos» 
advantage, and to take immediate eleps to find a suitable building which can 
leased for the purpose of providing adequate accommodation for all the work of 
the eynagogue. 


In reply to the letter submitting the resolutions, Mr. Dapare wrote 


on behalf of the Synagogue Council, that that body had decided that 


“they felt that it was not in the interest of the Synagogue and the (on 
gregation” that the resolation No. 1 should be put on the agenda anid 
circulated. He pointed out that at the last annual meeting the congre «4 
tion had authorised the Council to proceed with the new building, and 
since then had shown its approval by promising nearly £30,000 towards 
the scheme; and that since then nothing had occurred to lead the Co ov}! 
to suppose that the congregation held any different views. 

Mr. Lazarus wrote again requesting the printing and circulation «! 
the resolution, and referring Mr. Duparc to hia (Mr. Lazarus's) conform 
tion with the rule bearing upon the subject of “ Resolution at any annua! 
general meeting,” which reads 

Any member desiring to move any resolution atany annua! general meet 
shal! forward a copy of such resolution to the Secretary within seven cays fr 
the despatch of the preliminary notice 


To this letter Mr. Duparc answered that he was unable to ceviate 
from his instructions from the Counci! 

In his reply, dated March Ist, Mr. Lazarus wrote that “the Council 
in the exercise of their temporary power should realise that they are 
constrained and bound by the laws of the congregation,” and reiterating 
his right to have the resolution in question printed and circulated He 
suggested that the attitude of the Council was even illegal, and requr-ted 
an immediate revision of the matter, with a final reply to be received by 
him last Monday. 

No reply was received to this letter, and there, for the present, the 
matter rests.

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The Maccabeans. 


AN ARTIST-ACTOR IN SOUTH AFRIOA. 


Mr. J. H. Amshewitz, the artist, entertained the Maccabeans on 
Sunday with an amusing account of bis tour of South Africa, as an actor, 
with Mr. Michael Sherbrooke, in a “Potash and Perlmutter” Compsony, 
and concluded with some reflections on modern Art. Mr, Prank L. 
EMANUEL presided. 

Mr. AMSHEWITs said that be bad wandered on the stage by special 
request, and had wandered off again—also by special request. His 
experience as an actor was limited, and he had been very diffident 
about undertaking the réle. Mr. Sherbrooke and he had been compelled 
to rehearse on the way out, and found a seciuded upper deck, where they 
wont igr one another in the usual vociferous “Potash and Perlmutter” style. 
This greatly alarmed one of the sailors, who went to the purser and 
begged him to intervene or there would be bloodshed. His firat sight 
of the huge fruit in South Africa greatly perturbed him. Me cou'd bave 
stood a tomato, but these things looked deadly. The actors for the 
minor parte were recruited locally, and an Irish sector, assigned a 
small roe, in which a Yiddish phrase occurred, stumbled over it 
badiy at rehearsal, and pleaded that, despite his long residence 
in the country, he had never been able to learn Zulu! The “ millionaire” 
of the piece was chronically impecunious, and on one occasion, when he 
had to produce his card with a grand air, a shower of sixpences rolled 
down to the footlights, to the great distress of the “ millionaire,” whose 
bean geste was coropletely spolit by his frantic attempts to see whero his 
fortune bad disappeared. The tour had been very successful, but 
his pride was chastened by «a iady who met him in the 
lobby of his hotel and told him tha’ his performance would 
have been much more convincing had he been a Jew! He 
remained in South Africa to paint—an attempt to settle the colour 
question there. One of his sitters was a Rand magnate, who was so fond 
of displaying bis jewels that he appeared in a different regalia at cach 
sitting. Art patronage was, however, not one of the virtues of the 
Bouth African Jews, though a lady critic, writing of one of 
bis pictures, ssid that “Mr Amehewitz is an adept at painting 
sheeny silk.” Ue acted as cartoonist on two papers, but struck 
when after the Balfour Declaration he was ordered to draw 
a picture of Britannia addressing Moses: “We have given you back 
Jerusalem; give us back Johannesburg!” He on the 
ubiquity of the Jew in South Africa; at the wildest spot one would find 
a shanty, “ M. Cohen, General Dealer.” He never discovered what these 
people dealt in, but it was sure to be profitable. The Jews went out to 
South Africa steerage and returned first class. He narrated several 
anccdotes concerning some of the Rand wagnates, and went on to criticise 
modern tendencies ia art, sarcasticaliy denouncing the “ moderns.” 

Dr. Pri enMay, of Johannesburg, said that they in South Africa greatly 
lamented Mr. Amshewitz’s departare from their midst. 

The CH \IRMAN expressed the indebtedness of the Maccabeans for the 
shower of ‘ Amshewitticisms,” to which they had been treated.

“The Close of the Bible Age.” 


THE ASSOUAN PAPYRI. 

A forther lecture of the course on “ Jewish History at the Close of tha 
Bible Age * was delivered, on Sunday, at Jews’ College, by Mr. Herbers 
Adler, M A., who spoke on “ The Jewish Papyri Discovered at Assouan 
Bir Hersert B. Coney, O.B.E., presided. 

Mr. ADLER said that in 1904 some workmen constructing a new road 
mear Assouan (the site of the ancient Syene), on the river Nile, came 
across a wooden box contaiming a number of papyri. The document: 
were in Aramaic and proved to be practically perfect in condition. Ti. 
very strings tied round them were intact, and the clay seals upon th- 
strings were still uobroken. They were legal documents, title deeds, etc 
and that accounted for their careful preservation as also for the fortunate 
ci:cumstance that they were all dated. The dates covered the period from 
471.411 8.C &., roughly the time when Ezraand Nehemiah lived. They dea't 
with the private affairs of various members of a family belonging to adewis«h 
scttlement in the neighbouring smaliisiand of Yeb or Liephantine, situat« 
in tho middle of the Nile. In 1906 and 1908, in the ruins of three hous: . 
in Flephantine iteelf, were found a number of further papyrk extendine 
in date over an even longer period, viz.,from 494-407 BC £&. The light which 
these documents threw upon historical chronology was very Strikiuc 
They were now abio for instance to fix the time of Nehemiah and 
Banbaliat. Mr. Adler proceeded to describe some of the deeds in the frat 
collection, and traced the history of some of the members of the fam.y 
concerned, illustrating some Iccal customs, especially the fact that it wa« 
possible for Jewish women to divorce their husbands He showed that 
Aramaic was not confined in its use to the inhabitants of Palestine, but 
that at this period ite use extended very widely over the Last. Several 
phrases used in the Books of Ezra and Nehemiah were met with in these 
documents. One of the pipyri was a copy of the rock tascription 
engraved by Darius Hystaspes, on the caravan route between Babylon 
and Persia. Much light was thrown on the history of the Jewish 
temple at Elephantine, which was destroyed in the year 410 i'.c.e. Ag 
appeal was sent to Palestine for help to rebuild it, and when there was no 
response a like appeal was sent to Sanbaliat's sons. Acopy of the appeal 
and a memorandum by the envoy were preserved. Another interesting 
Gcocument was ap encyclical in regard to the Passover addressed to the 
community at Elephantine by Hananiah, probably the same as 
Nehemiah's right hand man described by him as a faithful man and 
God-fearing above many.” The documents showed that the religious 
life of the community was not free from idolatry. Ths later history 
of the community was obscure, bat one fragment pointed to a massacre. 
Whatever its fate, said Mr. Adler, they could at least be grateful to this 
little settioment cf the Nile isiand for the wonderful light that they had 
shed upon a momentons epoch in Bible times, and upon the forces and 
conditions out of which Judaism rose again to a purer and loftier height

. ALLOCATION OF GRANTS. 

A weeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of tue 
Jewish War Memorial was held on Thursday of last week, at Jews 
College. There were present: 

Dr. A. E1cunouz, C.B-E.. in the (hair; the Chef Rabbi, Mre 
Mre. A. E. Franklia, the Revs. M. Adier, D.8.0., A. A. Green, W. Leviu, and V-. 
Simmons, and Messrs. Herbert M. Adier, M and I. 8. Spiera, O.B.E 

A letter was read from the Secretary of the | sited Synagogue, in 
connection with the arrangements for teaching religious education to 
Jewish children in hospitals, institutions, and parochia! schools. It was 
felt that children in such surroundings should not be neglected. 

The CHAIRMAN said that further partic.lars should be furnished by 
the U anited Synagogue as to the names of such institutions, their location, 
the number of children in each and their maximum age, and, if possible, 
the estimated cost. 

Following a meeting of the Special Sub-Committee appointed at the 
last meeting, the Executive Committee resolved to recommend a special 
grant of £500--£150 each to the Usior of Hebrew and Religion Classes 
and the Talmud Torab Trust, for the six months ended June 50:bh. The 
Executive Coramittee desired that the Central Committee should appoint 
a Sub-Committee to enquire into the whole of the finances of Hebrew and 
Religious Education in London, and to report to the Executive Committee 
of the Jewish War Memorial. The following Sub-Committee was 
appointed: Dr. A. Eichholz (Jewish Religious Education Board), Mr. F.D. 
Benjamin (Union of Licbrew and Religion Classes), Mr. J. Prag J.P. 
(Talmud Torah Trust), Mr. fF. C. Stern (Executive Committee of the War 
Memorial), and Mr. Herbert M. Adier (Central Committee for Jowish 
Education). 

In connection with the application for a grant from the Liverpool 
Yeshibah, the Chairman said that while many‘of the provincial communt- 
ties were impoverished, be thought that when applications for grants were 
received, an examination should be made of the extent of the local and 
Sypagogal support of the institution. A grant of £50 was mads. 

An application by the West Central Talmud Torah forasum of money 
for the purchase of prayer-books for the use of the children at the Sabbath 
services, held at the Pulteney Street School, was discussed. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN said that it was a matterfor the Welfare 
Committee, which dealt with children's services. 

The Rev. M. ADLER promised to make enquiries as to the present 
position of the classes, the prospects of their permanency, and the 
numbers attending the services. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed regret at the meagre results of the Jews’ 
College Teachers’ Examinations. The examinations, he said, should be 
made more popular. The suggestion of the Rev. A. A. Green and the 
Chief Kabbi to publish the examination papers for the use of the teachers 
was a good one, and had bis support. 


The CHIEF RABBI said that they had every reason to look forward 
with confidence to better results in the future. 


Suggestions were put forward as to the time and place for the forth. 
coming Summer Conference. 

Arising out of the visits of inspection made by the Director of Jewish 
Education, it was found that the provision for religious education im 
Grimsby was very poor, and that there were mary children without 
instruction. [t was resolved that the Chief Rabbi and Mr. Herbert M. 
Adler should confer with a view to appointing a suitable man to act both 
as teacher and minister, towards whose salary the Central Committee 
would contribute £75 and the Provincial Ministers’ Fund £50.

Has it ever occurred to you that while in the legislation of the Bible 
provision is made for numerous delinquencies, none at all exist for the 
-purder of parents, the murder of children, and se!f-marder ? Nay more, 

| do not think that the first two species of homicide are even mentioned 
in the Bible. This silence is an elo.jnent commentary on the relatic nship 
that must have existed between parents and children awonyg the ancient 
Tews, a striking fact when one bears in mind some of the gruesome 
Jetails which are depicted im Greek lragedy. As for suicide, only four 
sases are recorded in the Bible—Saul falling on his spear: bis Armour. 
bearer doin, likewise Achitophel banging himself because bis advice 
was not taken; and Zimri, ‘when he saw that the city was taken. he 
«ent into the palace of the hipg’s house and burned the King's house 
over him with fire.” 

It may be presumed from these fcr instances that suicide in ancient 
erael Was & rare Cccurrence, in contrast to the frequency of the practice 
¢ .opg Egyptians, Indiane, Greeks, and Romans. In the Bible there is 
not even a technica: term for suicide: the Talmud uses a circumlocation 
..¢-, who knowingly destroys himself. The punish. 
ment meted out toea suicide was held to affect both his body and his 

|. His body was deprived of all honour usually shown to the dead, 
though the legal codes insist that nothing shall be done in this connection 
which may shame the living whom he leaves behind. As for bis sou!. 
twas believed that it would have no share in the world to come. 
cine’ pon so rx But the Talmud lays down 
strict regulations “th deciding what is and what is not suicide. Ifa man 
be found banging from a tree with a weapon beside him, the presi:mption 
isto be against suicide. itis only whena man is seen climbing a tree 
and heard making @ statement such as, ‘1 am ascending thetree in order 
to throw myself down.’ and he is seen to throw bimself down, then that 

wight be regarded as a definite case of suicide. 

This attitade shows bow alien was the idea in Jewish life and among 
jewish thinkers. Wherever it was possible to put en interpretation on 
an action 60 as to piace it outside the category of suicide, the Rabbis 
were nick to seize upon it. There is a story told of the son of one 
ecrgias, a citizen of Lydda, who, being threatened by his father with 
punishment, ran away aod killed himself. \\hen the case was brought 
yefore Rabbi Tarphon be decided against the view of suicide, saying that 
the boy was moved iy ‘sar of his father. An exactly similar story is 

yunected with Bene Berak, where a child inadvertently broke a pitcher 
uthe Sabbath day and was seen by his father, who stormed at hi. 
the child fled in terror, jamped into a well, and was drowned. Io 
this iustamce, too. Rabbi Akiba declared that the case was not ove of 
enicide 

The trath is that in the Jewish view life is holy, and while there is 
no direct prohibition of suicide in the legal code, it was believed thatthe 
‘i.th Commandment. which forbids the destruction of life, includes also 
the prohibition of self-destruction. The injunction, “Keep thy soul dili- 
gently,” was held to be sufficient warning against suicide, and perhaps 

ne aspect of the Jewish view was expressed by Josephus in bis address 
to bis fellow Jews in the cave on a famous occasion in Jewish history.

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A Famous Jewish Artist. 


[INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


Mr. LEOPOLD PILICHOWSKL 


OR the first time since he bas resided in England, a com. 
prehensive exhibition of the works of Mr. Leopold Pilichowski 
is being shown in London, and the public will have an 
opportunity of appraising the achievements of one who is 

generally regarded as the most representative Jewish artist of 
modern times. The exhibition, which comprises over one hundred 

works, was opened on Wednesday, at the 
— Goupil Gallery, and is certain to attract 
considerable attention. Mr. Pilichowski, 
was bornin a little village in Poland; 
his father was a farmer. He began to 
display artistic talents at an early age. 
As David Frischman, the great \iddish 
writer, said of him once: he hungered 
to be an artist, went hungry, and became 
mn great one. It was Frischman who 
discerned his budding talent, and helped 
him to pursue his studies at Warsaw, 
Munich, and Paris. His mother was

What is Truth ?

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“These are the words which ye shall do. Speak ye every man 
the truth to his neighbour ; execute the judqment of truth and peace 
in your gates.”’—Zechariah viti., 16. 

Zechariah is one of the last prophets, with whom prophecy cease: (, 
Israel, “ When these three prophets died,” says the Talmud (Joma, i) 
the divine spirit departed from Israel.” Those teachers tn Irae! 
followed on these men are not regarded as being divinely inipired, ana 


their teachings for the most part base themselves on the authority of (ho 


Prophets. As, for instance, when Rabbi Simon ben Gamlie! tells us that 
the world rests on three things, on judgment, on truth, and on peace hoe 
does not give forth this pronouncement direct as the word of God, as th 
Bible writers do, but he rests his teachings on Z«chariah, and refers to 
this passage in the text as his authority (Aboth i., 18). But dov« 
truth in the Prophetical sense mean quite the same thing ax in 
the Rabbinical sense? Is the point of view quite the same” 
What is troth? If the Rabbis attach “more importance ty 
ceremonialiem than do the prophets, and there can be little doubt that 
they do, then their conception of truth and justice would embrace certain 
elements of action which are not embraced in the more simple prophetica! 
conception. The prophetical idea is carried to a further stage of develop 
ment by the rabbis, as is shown in the following passage from the Talmud 

The lirst Temple, it is said, was destroyed, because of the three crime 
which prevailed during that period—idolatry, unchastity, and murder

whose generation were occupied with the law and the commandments ani 
the practice of benevolence—why was that destroyed? Because of the 
sin of party strife. Men hated one another for no particular reason, being 
aplit up into party factions. And this teaches us that faction hatred is as 
great a crime as all three crimes which brought about the destruction of 
the iret Temple (Joma 9b). 


The reason here set forth for the destruction of the Becond Temple is 
fully confirmed by history. During the period of the Second Temple 
Jujaism was eplit up into a variety of sects, each of which had 
its own conception of truth. None of them disagreed with the 
words of Zechariah'sa teaching; none of them coubted that the 
Ifoly \Weitings were the living source of all truth; but each of 
them interpreted the Holy Writings in their own way, and what 
was truth in the opinion of the one was untruth in that of 
the other; for the one attached more importance to the letter 
of Scripture, while the other attached chief value to the «; rig 
and a third exalted a cortain view of life above both. All agreed, 
too, that the world rests upon peace. But peace cannot flourish on a 
foundation of falsehood. Just because they held truth in the highest 
regard, auG deemed the opposite parties to be violating its teachings, they 
held it to be their most sacred duty to hate their opponents with a bitter 
batred and to compass their destruction by every means that presented 
iteclf. Thus tho entire community foundered on the rocks of religious 
dissension, over the question, Whatis Truth? And therefore the sins of 
the Second ‘Temple proved to be in the end no les fatal to the national 
life than the crimes of the First Temple: 7’ 
“0. Inthe eyes of eithor party the opposite party 
sinfully deified either the letter or the spirit of Scripture. They acted 
therefore as idolaters, and es idolaters they had to be exterminated. 

We now sce that people may use the same words, and not mean the 
pame thing by the use of those words. All religions talk of love and 
truth and justice; but how different is their practice of these virtues | 
Though cach religion reverenced the Old Testament as the source of 
ali truth, Christian truth and Jewish truth were at opposite poles from 
one anothcr. Aud while the Jew had sad reason to cry out in evory age 
against the cruol iajustice of his heartless porsecutors, these persecutors 
fiattered themselves that they were exccuting the strictest justice by 
wreaking vengeance on God's cnemies. And to revert to what we havo 
already written, it is quite conceivable that in a lesser degree the doctors 
of the Mishna would use the words of Zechariah in a sense which 
was not entirely Zachariah’s own. Io saying that the world rests 
on truth, justice, and peace, they would understand by the execution of 
justice a vast array of rabbinical judgments which had no place in the 
older teaching of the Prophet. Who can say what the absolute Truth is” 
Only God. To men only the partial conception of truth is possible, and 
therefore, inasmuch as the world’s welfare unquestionably rests on 
truth, justice, and peace, we roust learn to respect other people's opinions 
of truth no less than our own, and try to live at peace with those who 
disagree with us in matters of religion, on questions of creed and 
practice. That we should try to live at peace with cur fellow-Jews who 
do not see eye to eye with ourselves goes without saying. But it is no 
less our duty to cultivate friendly and loving relations with those not of 
our creed, and whose conception of religious truth differs from our own. 

The Talmud tells us that R. José ben Elisha taught that when dis. 
sensions break out in Israel, we muss look to our teachers and judges as 
the cause: obw> xa pew priat 
The meaning is that these teachers and 
judges speak of truth, jastice, and peace, but they have in view only their 
ows conception of these virtues, and show no regard for other people's 
views. So we may learn from all this the grand lesson of toleration for 
all opinions which are sincere, The only touchstone by which we can 
test truth is sincerity. If we can recognise that in our dealings with out 
follow mon, it ought to onable us to live at peace with them.

» ein the Presidential elections. They therefore favour the Bill of Con 
creseman Bacon, which leaves the {mmigration regulations in the hands 
ot the President to be applied in accordance with the state ofthe labour 
market and unemployment in America. 

Twenty Democratic Copgressmen have signed a protest against the 
Johnson Bill, and resolutions opposing it have been adopted by a large 
number of bodies, including the New York Board of Aldermen and the 
Union of Orthodox Rabbisin the United States. The Church Committee 
of the World Alliance of International Friendship demands a three per 
cent quota on the basis of the 1910 census.

What is Truth ?

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


“ These are the words which ye shall do. Speak ye every man 
the truth to his neighbour ; execute the yudgment of truth and pea-, 
in your gates.’—Zechariah 16. 

Zechariah is one of the last prophets, with whom prophecy ceased (n 
Israel: “ When these three prophets died,” saya the Talmud (Joma. 10) 
“the divine spirit departed from Israel.” Those teachers tn wh 
followed on these men are not regarded as being divinely inipired, and 
their teachings for the most part base themselves on the authority of the 
Prophets. As, for instance, when Rabbi Simon ben Gamlie! tells us that 
the world rests on three things, on judgment, on truth, and on peace, ho 
does not give forth this pronouncement direct as the word of God, as the 
Bible writers do, but he rests his teachings on Z+chariah, and refers to 
this passago in the text as his authority (Aboth i., 18). But does 
truth in the Prophetical sense mean quite the same thing as in 
the Rabbinical sense? Is the point of view quite the same - 
What ia truth? If the Rabbis attach “more importance t» 
ceremonialiem than do the prophets, and there can be little doubt that 
they do, then their conception of truth and justice would embrace certain 
elements of action which are not embraced in the more simple prophetica! 
conception. The prophetical idea is carried to a further stage of develop 
ment by the rabbis, as is shown in the following passage from the Talmud 
The lirst Temple, it is said, was destroyed, beceuse of the three crime 
which prevailed daring that period—idolatry, unchastity, and murder. 
Bat the Second Temple, which was disfigured by none of these crimes, 
whose generation were occupied with the law and the command ments and 
the practice of benevolence—why was that destroyed” Because of the 
sin of party strife. Men hated one another for no particular reason, being 
eplit up into party factions. And this teaches us that faction hatred is as 
great a crime as all three crimes which brought about the destruction of 
the liret Tempic (Joma 9b). 

The reason here set forth for the destruction of the Becond Temple is 
fully confirmed by biatory. During the period of the Second Temple 
Judaism was eplit ap into a variety of sects, each of which had 
its own conception of truth. None of them disagreed with the 
words of Zechariah's teaching; none of them coubted that the 
Holy Weitings were the living source of all truth; but each of 
them interpreted the Holy Writings in their own way, and what 
was truth in the opinion of the one was untruth in that of 
the other; for the one attached more importance to the Ietter 
of Scripture, while the other attached chief value to the «rig. 
and a third exalted a cortain view of life above both. All agreed, 
too, that the world rests upon peace. But peace cannot flourish on a 
foundation of falsehood. Just because they held truth in the highest 
regard, aud deemed the opposite parties to be violating its teachings, they 
held it to be their most sacred duty to hate their opponents with a bitter 
batred aud to compass their destruction by every means that presented 
iteci{f. Thus the entire community foundered on the rocks of religious 
dissension, over the question, Whatis Truth? And therefore the sins of 
tho Second Temple proved to be in the end no lese fatal to the national 
life than the crimes of tho First Temple; yn 
AS Io the eyes of eithor party the opposite party 
sinfully deified either the letter or the spirit of Scripture. They acted 
therefore as idolaters, and es idolaters they had to be exterminated. 

We now sce that people may use the same words, and not mean the 
game thing by the use of those words. All religions talk of love and 
truth and justice; but bow different is their practice of these virtues | 
Though cach religion reverenced the Old Testament as the source of 
all truth, Christian truth and Jewish truth were at opposite poles from 
one anothcr. And while the Jew had sad reason to cry out in every age 
against the crucl! injustice of his heartless porsecutors, these persecutors 
fianttered themselves that they were exccuting the strictest justice by 
wreaking vengeance on God's enemies. And to revert to what we have 
already written, it is quite conceivable that in a lesser degree the doctors 
of the Mishna would use the words of Zechariah in a sense which 
was not entirely Zachariah’s own. Ino saying that the world rests 
on truth, justice, and peace, they would understand by the execution of 
justice a vast array of rabbinical judgments which had no place in the 
older teaching of the Prophet. Who can say what the absolute Truth is? 
Only God. To men only the partial conception of truth is possible, and 
therefore, inasmuch as the world’s welfare unquestionably rests on 
truth, justice, and peace, we must learn to respect other people’s opinions 
of truth no less than our own, and try to live at peace with those who 
disagree with as in matters of religion, on questions of creed and 
practice. That we should try to live at peace with cur fellow-Jews who 
do not see eye to cye with ourselves goes without saying. But it is no 
less our daty to cultivate friendly and loving relations with those not of 
our creed, and whose conception of religious truth differs from our own. 

The Talmud tells us that R. José ben Elisha taught that when dis- 
sensions break out in Israel, we must look to our teachers and judges as 
the cause: Sswa nbx pew priat 
The meaning is that these teachers and 
judges speak of trath, jastice, and peace, but they bave in view only their 
Own conception of these virtues, and show no regard for other people's 
views. So we may learn from all this tho grand lesson of toleration for 
all opinions which are sincere. The only touchstone by which we cana 
test truth is sincerity, If we can recoguise that in our dealings with our 
follow mon, it ought to onable us to live at peace with them.

They therefore favour the Bill of Gon 
creseman Bacon, which leaves the immigration reguiations in the bands 
ot the President to be applied in accordance with the state ofthe labour 
market and unemployment ip America. 

Twenty Democratic Congressmen have signed a proteat against the 
Johnson Bill, and resolutions opposing it have been adopted by a large 
number of bodies, including the New York Board of Aldermen and the 
( pion of Orthodox Rabbisin the United States. The Church Committee 
of the World Alliance of International Friendship demands a three per 
cent. quota on the basis of the 1910 census.

Mr. Yon IP’chner declared 
that the revolution in 1918 was “cngineered by International Jewish reo

Jewish Colonisation in Russia 


A moeting was held io Berlin last month by the Central Poard of the 
“O.K.T." to discuss the question of Jewtsh Colonisation in Russia. Dr. 
C. Zhitloveky wasia the chair. 

Professor 8. Frankfurt and Mr. J. Zegelnitzky, who bad just returned 
from Soviet lhuesia, described the tendency towards agriculture prevailing 
Srmnong the Jewish masses io Russia, ond the growth of this oocupation 
among them in recent times. The bulk of the Jews in the townships, 
ruined by the war and pogroms, bad iost their economic prospertty and 
were forced to undertake productive work, mainly agricuitore. In 
1925 considerable Jeowileh groups had movod into the district of Odewssa 
and Crimea, whero there waa enough free land, The Soviet Covernment 
was treating this movement favourably, and the Jewish publie must give 
ites support to this coun’ process of Jewitah colonisation,

Where there is no inner need and impulse there cannot be 
cultnre. The Polish Jew does not noed the Yiddish newspaper. Ata 
Pinch he cau read the Polish newspaper. The American Jew reads the 
Yiddish newspaper, cither as a matter of habit or because he is too lazy 
to read the English papers. in neither case is there compulsion. And it 
is for this reason that when the Jew is confronted with higher needs, 
when he must exert his intelligence more vigorously, whon he really feels 
the cultural call, he actually ohooses the more diMcalt path—be turns 
from Yiddish, 

But in Palestine there is compulsion in the Jewish thing. More thas 
this, the Jew in Palestine is placed in such a position that he camnot

Htailway revenue also showed a marked decline in the laat financial

econowies. The number of the raliway ste® had to be cut down from 
4,921 in 1921 to +,071 to 192%, anc to 2.56510 1925. The expenditure of the 


railways was reduced from £127,000 in 1721-22, to £411,000 in 1922-25, 
aud is estimated to be ££456,000 in tho present year. In April, 1925, 
fares and freights were very targely reduced But the consequent 
increase of traffic brought, as was anticipated, a growth, in«tead ofa 
decline, of total venne. ‘The eatimate of revenue for the current yoar 
192%-24 is £415,000, showing a profit of nearly £F 40,000 

Anotber cause of the decline tn revenne is the increase in the growth 
of tobacco in Palestine, and the consequent decrease in the amount 
imported. In the long run, the devclopmentof tobacco cultivation assists 
the agriculturist and adda to the weaith of the country, and should there 
fore be encouraged. But the immediate effect is a great lows of revenue 
to the Government. Every kilogram of imported tobacco pays the heavy 
charge of T.45. The cultivator of tobacco pays no tithe, and a special 
éax of only £E.2 per dunam is imposed. Whenever local tobacco is 
aubstituted for imported, the Covernment loses nine tenths or more of 
the revenue it previously received. 

Many economies have been effected tn almost all of the Departments 
of the Government in order to prevent this year @ repetition of the deficits 
of last. Among others, the namber of British oficiais employed has bees 
greatly diminished. The High Commissioner announced, in bis inaugural 
speech, thatthis policy was intended. The total number employed by the 
Government will have been reduced from %77 in April 192!, to 27) ia 
April, 1924. 

r On the whole, the budgetary situation is not unsatisfactory. The 
Bota! revenue collected by the Civi!

Zionism—lIts Inspiration and Aspirations.” 
LECTURE BY THE REV. JOUN S, BARRIS. 


Oo Thursday of last week, at the Jews’ Free School Old Boys’ Club, 
the Rev. John 8. Harris delivered a lecture to the me bers on “ Zionism 
— inspiration and Aspirations.” Mr. FINERMAN presided. 

Mr. HARRIS said that Zionism presented, to his mind, the most 
important issue that confronted Jewry and Judaism, whether viewed 
from the standpoint of religion or as it affected the raciai, socia!, or 
political status«f Israe)—an issue to which no Jow or Jewess could aff rd 
to be indifferent. When they added to that, that it was a political factor 
in English politics to-day, and one of Internationa! importance, it shoud 
be sufficient to claim their very carefol attention. To a Jewish audience 
it was hardly necessary to point out that Zionism was for them no new 
movement. It dated back tothe time of their father Abraham. Nordidthe 
exile that Isracl endured for nigh two thonsand years, blot out the love of 
Zio. ..om Jewish hearts. The first effort of what might be called 
modera Zionism, had been the foundation some fifty years before of 
@ little society calling itseif The Lovers of Zion.” They had made 
it their business to acquire land in Palestine (then under Turkish 
rule) on which they established agricultural colonies. Seven of 
these were estabiiahbed between 1862 and 1884. That was really a 
turning point in Jewish history. These pioneers had no easy task. They 
knew neither the country nor the language and customs of the Arabs, 
while their means and their technical preparations were absolutely 
inadequate. They made a brave struggic, and their misfortunes touched 
the heart of Baron Edwond de Rothschild, of Paris, who came to their 
aid and enabled them to withstand their initial difficulties, and to place 
their colonies on a firmer basis. Brave as they were they were yet 
strangers in a land not theirs. It was in April 1896, that an English 
translation of pamphlet, “The Jewish State,” appeared, and then 
arose one of those remarkable changes in the history of a people that 
occur 80 unexpectedly. Probably no step taken by the British Govern- 
ment, during the war, had cailed forth such unanimous approval 
as the announcement of their promise to assist the Jewish people 
to reconstitute their National Home in Palestine. Why had Great 
Britain taken up this question, and why would she faithfally carry out 
the Mandate entrusted to her? It was not only from an appreciation 
of the gravity of the Jewish problem and the necessity of some 
solution to what threatened to become an internationa) difficulty. 
Palestine was and remained a country of immense strategical importance 
to the British Empire. The administration of the territory by the Power 
that had been chiefly concerned in wresting it from Turkey would, in the 
ordinary course of events, have been a source of immense difficulty, 
yealou-y, and expense. Its uplifting by thos: who brought to bear an 
intense love of its soll and an enthusiasm for their labours, seconded by 
the willing sacrifices of their brethren throughout the world, solved the 
problem at many pointe where it would have been almost insoluble, and 


at the same time offered to the Jewish pioneers an opportunity of showing 
their cratitude to England.
